.\t  the  .\iinnal  Meeting  of  tin-  Indigent  NVi- 
dow  s’  and  Single  NVoim  iTs  Society,  held  at 
the  Hall  of  the  Academy,  on  'I’lnirsday,  the 
11th  of  .lannary,  1827,  the  following  Reports 
were  read : — 

Another  year  being  numbered  with 
those  that  are  past,  the  Board  of  Mana¬ 
gers  of  the  Indigent  Widows' and  Single 
Women’s  Society,  are  called  upon  to  of¬ 
fer  their  Annuaf  Report.  The  society 
having  now  ,  by  the  permission  of  a  kind 
Providence,  existed  during  the  period  of 
ten  years,  it  will,  perhaps,  be  satisfactory 
to  review,  briefly,  from  its  commence¬ 
ment,  the  condition  and  progress  of  the 
Institution;  that  its  subscribers,  and 
those  who  feel  an  interest  in  its  advance¬ 
ment,  may  be  able  to  judge  of  the  course 
of  its  operations,  and  the  reality  and  ex¬ 
tent  of  its  usefulness. 

The  objects  of  the  society  are  too  well 
known  to  require  exposition:  It  took  its 
rise  in  the  year  1817>  through  the  suc- 


t rusted,  that  He  who  had  sustained  the 
Widow  of  J^iarepta,  would  luultiplv  their 
exhausted  stores,  and  that  with  His 
blessing,  who  alone  can  enrich,  the  bar¬ 
rel  of  meal  would  not  waste,  nor  the 
cruise  of  oil  fail.
